‘Condominium’ 
Apartment 
Plan Studied 


Menlo Park City council got 
its first look at the city’s first 
proposed “condominium” liv- 
ing unit plan Tuesday night. 

The proposed development 
would be situated at 200 Rav- 
enswood Ave., on a full acre 
of property. Developer Roy 
Giorgi pointed out that the lot 
is zoned for duplexes and legal- 
ly could accommodate 12 
dwelling units. 


Under “condominium” condi- 
tions, the individuals buying 
dwelling units could own them, 
but would share expenses of 
grounds upkeep. 


Mayor William R. Lawson 
observed that there are com- 
plexities in the plan; tax re- 
sponsibility and maintenance 
and upkeep standards are hard 
to define. 

The council, however, agreed 
that the relatively low popula- 
tion density was a good thing; 
they referred it to the city’s 
planning commission for fur- 
ther consideration. 

According to Giorgi’s plan: 

1. There will be no more 
than eight residential units, in 
the form of individual houses; 

2. Not more than 40 per cent 
of the one-acre site will be 
covered and at least 40 per 
cent of the site will be occu- 
pied by “landscaping, pools, 
walkways and open courtyard; 

3. There will be a double 
garage for each dwelling unit. 

Other highly restrictive con- 
ditions also were included. 

Mayor Lawson, observing 
that he had seen similar plans 
founder, asked that the plan- 
ning commission consider the 
proposal, and if it saw fit grant 
a use permit which would be 
terminated in one year, if no 
development starts before then.

Police Give Tips to Merchants 
On Shoplifting, Check Passing 


Menlo Park’s downtown mer- 
chants this week were warned 
against the seasonal hazards of 
shoplifters and check-passers, 
which appear to become more 
than usually active during the 
pre-Christmas season. 

The warning came from Men- 
lo Park Police Chief George 
Potter, who urged store owners 
to instruct temporary and part- 
time help, in addition to regu- 
lar employees, on what to 
watch for. 

And he also gave instruction 
on how a shop-owner or other 
private citizen can make a legal

Concerning possible shop- 
lifters, the chief urged that 
merchandisers be especially 
watchful for persons carry- 
oing large shopping bags, 
wearing baggy clothing, or 
wandering aimlessly around 
a store. 


Some shotlifters carry dum- 
my packages with folding ends, 
into which they can stuff mer- 
chandise and others work in 
teams, so one can distract store 
employees while the other 
goes about his work. 

Check-passers are on the in- 
crease, Chief Potter said. And 
although there is no fool-proof 
way of making sure a check is 
genuine, all employees should 
ask for identification of the 
person presenting it. 

If accepting a check from a 
stranger, an employee should 
legibly write such data as tele- 
phone number and car license 
number, if it is presented as 
confirmation of the writer’s 
name. 

If a shoplifting operation is 
detected in a store, Chief Pot- 
ter said, the owner or employee 
should follow the suspect out- 
side the building before appre- 
hending him. The intent to 
steal is then clearly shown. 

Articles taken from suspects 
should be clearly marked, for 
later identification. 

Merchants should follow up 
with the signing of formal com- 
plaints and by being ready to 
produce evidence and witnes- 
ses, to assure successful prose- 
cution.

The college, 
by mixing members of differ- 
ent tribes in the halls, serves 
to remove the blind mistrust 
of one tribe for another. 

Mistrust and _ antipathy 
though lessened still exist and 
are manifested in the tendency 
of members of one tribe to 
monopolize one table at meals 
and talk in their vernacular to 
the exclusion of others. The 
less sophisticated girls make it 
clear they would never marry 
outside their tribe, for to do 
so would be virtual exile. 

Occasional slurs are made 
against people on the basis of 
a negative (to another tribe) 
tribal characteristic. The a-po- 
| litical Baganda disparage the 
| intense nationalism of the Ki- 
| kuyu. 

Recognition of tribal differ- 
ences often surmounts racial 
differences. One afternoon in 
Kenya a Kikuyu boy took me 
and an African girl out to visit 
his old high school. We got on- 
to a bus and he looked at the 
other people in the bus and 
looked at the two of us and said 
“you know you are the only 
non-Kikuyu on the bus.” 

The Tanganyikan students 
were very sensitive about their 
tribal backgrounds. Since the 
ideology of Tanganyika is to 
emphasize unity and de-empha- 
size races and tribes, the stu- 
dents made a point of idenitfy- 
ing themselves as Tanganiyi-

Football Season: 
Comment on the Aftermath 


Football season, 1962, ended last week and already 
there are stories going the rounds about coaches who are 
going to lose their jobs because their teams didn’t produce 
winning seasons. 

This sort of talk has been going on, on the professional 
football and college football levels. 


We're kind of sorry to see this type of talk crop up, 
for it indicates a return to the type of thinking of 30 years 
ago, during which period winning college football coaches 
got paid as much, sometimes, as the president of the college. 
The coaches, in turn, went on recruiting drives and, if 
memory serves, pressures were sometimes brought to bear 
on professors in other departments of a college to allow 
a good football player to pass his courses, whether he was 
personally capable of it or not. 


Not more than a decade ago the old Pacific Coast 
League “purified” itself and these practices were aban- 
doned. 

But how can a coach stay idealistic if he’s periodically 
informed, “alumni donors have indicated they'll attenuate 
their support of the alma mater if we don’t win more 
games.” 


We'd hate to see that sort of thing intrude itself on 
high school level sports; we dislike seeing it on the college 
level. 

On the pro level, of course, the idea is to make money 
for the owners and such practices presumably are reason- 
able there.

Local Government Faces 
Constant Compromise 


How can local government maintain some sort of inte- 
grated organization, without having all those overlapping 
jurisdictions which seem to duplicate each other, and at 
the same time remain in close touch with the voting public 
and remain responsive thereto? 

It’s a question which is on the minds of most of our 
local government officials, at least part of the time. 

During the current season the loudest discussion along 
these lines is going forward among those interested in the 
schools of the area; a few months ago, at the time of a 
sanitary district election here, the small specialized dis- 
tricts were criticized by one candidate in a local race. 

There are all kinds of collateral questions which have 
to be answered: 

In the case of the school districts, we feel, the discus- 
sion should turn on one consideration: What gets the best 
education for the greatest number of children. 

There are all sorts of arguments put forth for large 
unified agencies, small, “intimate” district organizations, 
and just about any size agency in between, that you care to 
name. 

In the case of the recent sanitary district elections, 
though, that “responsiveness of the voter” to the small dis- 
trict organization was mocked somewhat by a light turnout. 
People — the majority of them, it would seem— weren't 
really sufficiently concerned about who ran their sanitary 
district, to get out and vote. 

The “responsiveness of the voter” can’t really be en- 
tirely judged on this basis, though. Most of our smaller 
independent special districts are competently run by elected 
boards, the members of which have become expert in the 
management of some special agency — devoted to protection 
against fire, operation of sewers, operation of relatively 
small school enclaves and a host of other things including 
the control of mosquitos. 

“Integrating” these functions under more powerful 
elected boards might not assure “better government” though 
it may assure greater public interest. Remember: These 
people have become experts, in many cases, in the operation 
of the type of special district which attracts their loyalties. 

It’s quite a problem. 

Looked at from the theoretical level, it’s difficult to 
guess where the best level of government exists. 

But the problem stated at the outset continues to 
exist, and will demand renewed attention and review from 
time to time.

County Comment: 


Much Planning

San Mateo county, as every- 
one knows, is one of the fastest 
growing area in the fastest 
growing state in the country. 
Are we meeting the demands 
of the future by proper plan- 
ning? What are the areas that 
need our attention now so that 
we can develop properly? 
These questions not only are 
before the officials of county 
and cities but should have the 
attention of every resident. 

Passing the half-million 

mark in population is an im- 

portant milestone for San 

Mateo county but it also 

brings its problems. The fu- 

ture growth is not expected 
to diminish; rather it may in- 
crease. 

The first thought concerning 
planning naturally must turn 
to our hill sections. Will we be 
forced to flatten hills, tear out 
our beautiful trees, allow high- 
rise apartments and semi-com- 
mercial enterprises? Will all 
areas follow plans similar to 
those approved for the West- 


borough subdivision near Daly 
City? What provisions will sub- 
division developers have to 
meet to provide adequate 
roads, school sites, parks? How 
will the residents of those new 
(not to mention the present) 
areas get to and from their 
work? 

Redwood City is already hav- 
ing its headaches over the prob- 
lems of high-rise apartments 
in the lower hill areas. Pro- 
tests have been bitter and loud. 

The county also is asked to 
approve a development of be- 
tween 2000 and 5000 high-rise 
apartment units west of Red- 
wood City. Is this a pattern 
that is to be followed county- 
wide? 

The high price of land — 
and it is continually going 
up — forces developers, so 
they say, to have multiple- 
development in order to at- 
tract buyers or renters. 

We cannot believe that our 
hillsides should be cluttered 
with high-rise buildings of any 
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kind. There is plenty of room 
within incorporated cities that 
is more suitable for such build- 
ings and provides the residents 
with quicker access to the di- 
rect freeway routes. An apart- 
ment development represent- 
ing many millions of dollars in 
cost and thus new tax revenue 
for all agencies, is hard to turn 
down. We hope both our city 
and county planning commis- 
sionions will think long and 
hard before approving such 
apartment construction. 
Naturally, our streets and 
highways are of major im- 
portance at the moment. The 
state is planning widening of 
Bayshore Freeway from San 
Mateo south to Palo Alto and 
an all-new freeway skirting 
the bay’s edge is on the draw- 
ing board but years away. 
Junipero Serra Freeway has 
been started with completion 
probably six or more years 
away. El Camino Real widen- 
ing ois going along slowly. Out- 
side of a new freeway down the 
Coastside, this is about all we 
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can hope for in state-federal 
speed highways. 

What about the secondary 
roads? The county hopes to get 
voter approval of a $30 to $40 
million bond issue in April to 
finance needed construction in 
tehis field. In Redwood City, 
we have one project that is 
scheduled to be included in the 
county-wide bond issue, and 
residents raised so much fuss 
when the planning commission 
wanted to set plan lines for the 
project it had to delay the dis- 
cussions. 

Is this to be the pattern 
county-wide? If so the road 
bond issue is in for more terri- 
fic bombardment despite the 
urgent need. 

You just can’t change the 
feeling of all residents: “The 
widening and improvements 
are needed but just don’t pick 
my street; the one two miles 
north is better.” 

The question of where to 
pute all our potential new 
residents raises other ques- 
tions. Will we have the jobs 
to support them and how can 
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we finance the additional 
schools that will be needed? 
True, the bay side — as well 
as the coast side — has plenty 
of zoned industrial lands ready 
for developers. These areas 
must be protected from home 
developments to permit proper 
expansion on the industrial- 
commercial side. 


Industrial parks such as 
those in South San Francisco, 
Burlingame, San Carlos, Red- 
wood City and Menlo Park are 
the backbone of our future 
soundness, both from an em- 
ployee possibility and as a tax 
source. 

The school problem, appar- 
ently, will be with us forever. 

Will we be forced to rely on 
state and federal financing to 
accomplish the job? The school 
people think so, but apparently 
most of the residents hope not. 

Regardless of where we 
think we get the cash, we pay 
the bill for the schools and all 
the other developments that 
must come if we are to meet 
the challenge of not only the 
present but the future.

near accelerator is going 
ahead. Antennas seem to be 
sprouting on the hills also. 


These installations will be 
used for exploring a variety of 
things from the structure of 
distant stars to the makeup 
of an atomic nucleus; Menlo 
Park might well become known 
as a fountainhead of scientific 
knowledge at both extremes. 

Serving these facilities — 
providing the power and the 
other utilities to make them 
go — will be a major under- 
taking. And in some aspects, 
the huge scientific devices 
which are our new neigh- 
bors might be felt unattrac- 
tive. 

Already, in Portola Valley 
and other areas where the af- 
fect will be most noticeable, 
residents have formed a com- 
mittee for the preservation of 
the appearance of the “green 
hills’ which have heretofore 
formed a backdrop for the ar- 
ea. 


It should surprise nobody 
that conspicuous among the 
names of members of this com- 
mittee are members of Stan- 
ford University’s teaching 
Staff. 

Though they may be critical 
of power lines lashing across 
the hills through Woodside and 
can think of all sorts of alter- 
natives which might cost the 
university more money while 
preserving appearances, the 
spirit of academic freedom pre- 
vails and they're welcome to 
criticize. 

The public utilities and 
public agencies, meanwhile, 
are hard put even to estimate 
the eventual level of serv- 
ices which all of Stanford’s 
installations will require. 

The city, for instance, cur- 

rently is completing a huge re- 
servoir designed to serve the 
linear accelerator as well as 
the Sharon Heights area. 

The Menlo Park Sanitary 
District, too, has been involved

in negotiations with the univer- 
sity over connection fees. 


The huge linear accelerator 
site may or may not all require 
sewerage and for the past sev- 
eral years the university has 
contended that the district’s 
connection fees are too high 
if the entire area is to be con- 
sidered “connected.” 

Besides, the university has 
huge sewer mains of its own 
in the professional-administra- 
tive area near the Palo Alto- 
Stanford Hospital. 


Although this is across the 
county line from the acceler- 
ator and hence in another 
jurisdiction, all sorts of le- 
gal angles might be worked 
to drain the accelerator’s 
area from the Stanford side. 


Readers will also recall that 
the army and the division of 
highways have interests in the 
developing area, too. There's 
to be a freeway built across 
Stanford’s lands and the army 
corps of engineers is still in 
there, with its plans for a pro- 
posed “Ladera dam’’ for flood 
control, recreation and water 
storage. 

Meanwhile, Stanford Univer- 
sity engineers and other ex- 
perts are hard at work figur- 
ing out more economical ways 
to ultilize the huge expanse of 
land. 

They've already made them- 
selves known as how they’d 
like to substitute some “check 
dams” on San Francisco Creek 
for the army’s proposed instal- 
lation, and they’ve made them- 
selves known to the Sanitary 
District as well, regarding 
their feelings on the cost of 
connecting the local sewers. 

Beyond this, one of the ma- 
jor quasi-public utilities which 
is apt to be involved in devel- 
opments on Stanford’s hills 
hasn’t been heard of, yet. 

That’s the telephone com- 
pany. 

It has become the practice 


in scientific circles, we're 
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told, to telephone an expert 
on the other side of the 
world, if necessary, rather 
than write a letter and wait 
for an answer. 

Secretarial time is expensive 
and person-to-person contacts 
among scientists are apparent- 
ly rewarding in the exchange 
of ideas.
